Dr. Paul Wilson of Marin Junior College 
provided two enjoyable meetings in one 
week for the NSS. He led a joint field 
trip with the Marin Neture Group to 
Drakes Bay and vicinity on Sunday, Nov. 
16, and spoke the following Friday on "A 
Naturalist in Marin County". , 

It was good to know that Mount Tamal- 
pais is even technically a mountain, be-- 
cause it towers 2600 feet above its sur- 
roundings. Hunters, did you know that 
Marin County is one of the counties in 
the state with the greatest take of deer 
each year? After we were driven away 
from Point Reyes by the fog on Sunday, it 
was not surprising to find out that it is 
one of the foggiest points in the U.S. 

During some of the frequent stops on 
Sunday we saw the seam of near coal in 
the limestone in a road cut and viewed - 
the San Andreas Fault in several places. 
Near the Compton Ranch we sew the markers 
set up along the fault line to record any 
future movement of this section. On the 
edge of Olema Marsh we traced a fault 
crack for a considerable distance. It 
was not hard to understand that there 
was an earthguake in 1906 when grect 
shifts occurred along this fault. It 
was interesting to learn that Bolinas 
Lagoon and Tomales Bay were formed when 
the ocean filled in part of the, valley 
along the San Andreas Fault. which 
stretches between the two bodies of water. 

The walk to Drakes Bay was an addi- 
tional treat because violets, Castilleia, 
and other plants have responded to. the 
recent springelike conditions with flow- 
ers, and because the fog had cleared, 
giving us good views of our surroundings.

nights. The small. boat gives one an ine 
timate contact with the turbulent inland 
waterways of coastal Alaska, and it cari 


also be beached and forgotten ih any spot 


that anpeals for knapsacking. We spent 
a month becoming seafaring mountaineers, 


taking two shakedown cruises around Ketch- 
ikan in June to gain more small boat sea- 
manshio in waters we knew, end to improve 


our equipment for the trip ahead. Te- 
used a 16-ft. round-bottomed boat with 
ridgepole and canvas over the front half 


and powered with. a 10 h.p. outboard MOLOr 


On the afternoon of July ) we tired of 
waiting for the storms to subside and 
started out from Ketchikan. The waters

another load.of food figured on our ex- 
panded appetites. 

Base camp was established in Reid In- 
let - the. northwestern arm of the Bay. 
From there we made attempts to get into 
the ice choked head of Reid Inlet which 
penetrates deep toward the heart of the 
15,000 ft. Fairweather Range. On the 
third attempt and after much crowding of 
small bergs, we pushed far up this fiord 
of glacier draped, 8,000.ft. walls into 
an area of wildest mountain beauty. Then 
we took a five day backpack trip up the 
Reid Glacier and onto the Brady Icefield. 
The views of the southern end of the 
Fairweather Range were superb--especially 
he ice-festooned Mt. Bertha. Our final 
cruise from this base camp was up the 
Tarr Inlet to the luarjorie and Grand 
Pacific Glaciers. The Grand Pacific has

calmed as we approached our first dreaded now melted back across the international 


crossing and the weatherman ordered 
glassy calm water for the passage up 
notorious Clarence Strait. Our first day 
was finished in a. blaze of sunset color 
as we ran into harbor for the night. 
During the next week we were left to 
fend for ourselves through rough and wet 
weather, except for one day's respite in 
Thomas Bay. 

The weather finally cleared to give us 
a brilliant five days in Fords Terror 
and Endicott Arm of Holkan Bay.. Fords 
Terror is a recently glaciated Yosemite- 
like fiord with massive granite walls 
rising five and six thousand feet from 
the water. The boiling tidal currents 
near its mouth give this scenic wonder- 
land its strange name. The green of the 
glacier water, the variegated green 


blue cky make a perfect setting for the 
glistening glaciers on the surrounding 
peaks. iy 
Another three days of travel took us 
to Juneau and thence westward to Glacier 
Bay. \e made a quick five day survey of 
the entire bay, planning excursions for 
the month to follow. Food had been pur- 
chased at Juneau for a month's supply 
based on earlier consumption, but one 
week in the stimulating atmosphere of 
.Glacier Bay depleted our food to a low 
level. So we had to run seventy miles 
out to the Indian village of Hoonah for 


border, extending Glacier Bay into Canada. 


On August 17 base camp was moved to the 
head of Luir Inlet, the northeast arm of 
Glacier Bay. ‘Je were iupressed by the 
pre-glacial forests in this area. These 
forests were covered over with vravel, 
the trees having been sheared off at 
various heights by the. glacier which 
passed at least thirty miles down the 
bay and then receded; and now stream 
erosion is uncovering the stumps and 
fallen logs. The wood of this ancient 
forest is well preserved and sound--not 
petrified. 


We backpackedacross a corner of Cush- 
ing Ice Plateau to camp on a peak emerg= 
ing just above the face of Cushing Gla- 
cier. . day was spent watching and photo- 
flora on the brow walls, and the intense graphing the spectacular ice discharges. 


The following day we made our way across 
two dead ice tongues toc amp next to the 
active face of iicBride Glacier. From here. 
we were able to observe the mighty luir 
Glacier inaction. The ijuir discharges 
tremendous bergs = sometimes blocks in 
length - with resultant berg waves as 
high as fifty feet, breaking a hundred 
feet up on the walls of the fiord with 
tremendous smashing power. 


An inpending storm drove us back to 
base camp. Finally, with food running 
low and no end of the storm indicated, 
we probed our way out of Glacier Bay,
